The name of. this association shall be "Canadian Rakizsz Serbian 
Relief Committee." 

(2) Objects. 

To collect and disseminate accurate: information re. the needs of 
Serbia. To coordinate all work being done: in Canada on behalf of 
the Serbians and. to arouse further: interest: in collecting funds and 
necessaries, to send. to: then. 

(3) Officers. 

The Officers. shall be. .~-an Honorary President,a President, two 
YVice-presidents,a Treasurer,a Corresponding and a Recording Secre- 
.tary;: whose duties wa shall be. those usually allotted. to. their 
office. They shall be elected at. the Annual Meeting. 

(4) Exechtive. | 

The Executive. shall consist of. the officers and one representativ 
from each local branch,together with one representative from such 
Nationally Organized Societies as care. to appoint one. Vis.to forn 
a guorum and, this Executive shall have power. to add.to. their nun- 
ber at any meeting on a. two-thirds vote of. those present. 

(5) Sub-Executive 

The Sub-executives shall consist of, the officers with a quorum 
of 3. They shall have power, to. transaot all business needing at- 
tention between meetings of. the Executive but must report. their 
doings. to. the next Executive and have. them ratified by: it. 

(6) Annual Meeting. 

The Annual Meeting shall bo held for. the election of officers, 

passing of accounts,etc., at a.time and place. to be settled by. the 


Executive.
